Total estimated loss by fire in the town of Buxton for the 
past year $750.00. 

The Bar Mills Fire Department has answered 35 alarms 
in the past year, there being 26 box alarms and 9 still alarms. 

The Bar Mills Fire Department is in very good condition 
at present as evidenced by its quick response to any and all 
calls. At the annual meeting held in October of each year for 
the election of officers, Edwin A. Palmer was elected Presi- 
dent, Harry E. Wallace, treasurer, Thomas J. Walsh, secre- 
tary, Maurice Goodson, chief, Jay Atkinson, assistant chief, 
and Lester Palmer, captain. 
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The members of the department much appreciate the in- 
terest taken in all their endeavors by the people of the town, 
and stand ready to give prompt and efficient service at any 
time the need arises, as they always have in the past. 

It might be well to mention that on two occasions within 
the past four months, the members of the Bar Mills Fire 
Department have been called to aid South Waterboro in ex- 
tinguishing fires of dangerous proportions; and that in both 
instances the Bar Mills boys were the first to get to work on 
the blaze, although help was also summoned from Sanford, 
Alfred and Hollis Center at the same time as the Bar Mills 
Department was called. This certainly proves that the Bar 
Mills Fire Department is always ready and quick to respond. 

I wish to-say that during the five years I have served as 
Fire Ward and Deputy Forest Fire Warden, I have enjoyed 
the fullest codperation from the members of the Bar Mills 
Fire Department, the Municipal Officers, and the Citizens of 
the town. That never once when I asked for aid did they fail 
to respond, and I sincerely appreciate all their efforts in my 
behalf and in the protection of the town’s property.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Buxton: 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 

Through your continued support of our schools we have 
been enabled this year again to enlarge our course of study 
with improved facilities and the latest subject matter and 
provide educational aids and helps for the teachers. The pro- 
gram for improved school buildings has been completed in a 
very efficient manner. Much satisfaction has been expressed 
in the improved standard of work under better working condi- 
tions. A greatly increased interest in school work has been 
noted. 

We have for our consideration the problem of the upkeep 
of our schools under changing economic conditions, It is 
evident that we cannot maintain our schools at their present 
standard with decreased financial support. Any reduction in 
teachers’ salaries would be followed by less efficient schools. 
We must necessarily consider the vastly increased require- 
ments in the field of education itself, as well as what we re- 
quire from our teachers in the subjects to be taught in the 
schools and the increased requirements in preparation for the 
teaching. We have reason to believe that these requirements 
will be still further increased. 


INSTRUCTION IN MUSIC 


We have made a great advance in music instruction since 
it was first taught in the public schools. Music has come -to 
have an important place in the course of study. The pupils 
have become very much interested in the course offered this 
year and the instruction has proved an incentive to improved 
classroom work, as well as being of assistance in school activi- 
ties and in preparing for social and occasional programs. 

Instruction has been given in all of the schools in town. 
The time given to the work is the same in each school, and 
instruction is given two days out of each week. 
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Mrs. Leah Petersen by training and experience is well 
qualified for the position of music teacher in the schools and 
the results have been very satisfactory. Much progress has 
been made in the first year of teaching music. 


REPAIRS 


We have been very much pleased with the splended new 
desks that have replaced the old unsightly desks at Dearborn 
Hill and Shadigee. Many of these old desks were not of con- 
struction to permit the pupils to conform to proper posture, 
and for this reason were a menace to the health of the pupils. 
We were requiring pupils to remain seated in these uncom- 
fortable seats all day. These desks were very unsightly in 
appearance. These new desks are adjustable and finished in 
hard durable finish and in a dark brown color that eliminates 
glare from the eyes of the pupils. These desks are of a new 
style and were selected because of special construction with a 
guarantee of durability. There is also an advantage of the 
single desk over the old type of double desks in securing in- 
dividual work. 

The interior of the Bog Mill building was in need of ren- 
ovation. The plastered walls were broken and unattractive 
in appearance. Plastered surfaces are not durable in school 
buildings. The walls have been covered with steel and painted 
in attractive colors. New book and supply closets have been 
built at Dearborn Hill and Bog Mill. 

It was found necessary to do a large amount of repair work 
at the W. C. Webster building at Groveville this year. The 
building was painted on the outside. It was necessary to re- 
pair the walls and ceilings, and renovate the school room. 
Steel walls and ceilings have given such excellent satisfaction 
in other buildings that it was decided to go to the expense of 
using this excellent material on the ceiling and walls. The 
interior was painted in lght colors so that we now have a 
building in an excellent condition of repair with a much im- 
proved condition as far as light is concerned. In a school of 
this size it is essential that the matter of light receive careful 
attention. The outside of the building had been allowed to 
deteriorate from lack of paint. 
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The high school building has always been well taken care 
of in the matter of painting, and the woodwork is very well 
preserved. The appearance of this building has been very 
much improved by painting again this summer. Money from 
the Hanson Fund provided the means of wiring the windows 
in the town hall for basketball and putting the stage in this 
building in condition for the school play. Reference books 
and library books have been secured to supplement class room 
instruction. 

We have continued the use of steel walls and ceilings at 
Bar Mills. New walls and ceilings of an attractive pattern 
have been put up in the grammar school room. Painted in 
hight colors, this room is especially attractive and a fine light 
for study has been secured. In the large hallway the walls and 
ceilings have been covered with steel. This covering makes 
an attractive and durable surface which is easily kept in 
order. This was a large surface to cover and required much 
material. The high walls also presented some difficulty in 
putting up the steel. However, there was a need of repair so 
the work was finished although the cost was somewhat greater 
than a temporary repair of the broken ceiling would have 
been. 

We are glad that we are able to continue the program of 
improvement in the condition of our buildings in the way of 
securing a better environment for the school children. We 
feel that the right kind of an environment exerts a definite 
influence for good in education and for better citizenship. 

We appreciate the constructive support that we have re- 
ceived from the citizens which has enabled us to accomplish 
these worthwhile objectives in education.

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REPORT ON MUSIC IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


From the beginning of the child’s school experience, it is 
the duty of the Music Supervisor to cultivate the musical 
feeling which almost every child possesses to a greater or less 
degree; to encourage in their youth the feeling for good 
music, explaining that music is something that one carries 
through life as a friend, a guide; that it is worthy of one’s 
best attention, study, love and respect. 

I have found that most of the children have responded 
spontaneously to music. They have learned the joy of ex- 
pression through the medium of rote songs. The teachers, 
too, have been enthusiastic and helpful in codperating to 
tvercome the difficulties which must always be encountered 
in introducing a new project. 

With the approval of Mr. Jack, our progressive Superin- 
tendent, we introduced the “Educational Series in Music” 
one of the most up-to-date courses. The first book in the 
series, ““The Songs of Childhood,” is a rote song book, cor- 
relating with the work and play of the grades. One or two 
songs are generally taught each week, besides the lessons in 
the first step of music reading. 

Following is a summary of the course of study which we 
are using and expect to use: 


Primary Grapss, 1 to 4. 


Rote songs Memorizing the 6-7-8 of scale 
Major scale, by rote Staff reading, all scale tones 
Memorizing of the first five tones Pitch names 

Staff reading 3 Second time motion. 


First time motion

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MUSIC APPRECIATION. 


The educational purpose of music appreciation is to teach 
the child to listen intelligently, that is to say, with musical 
discrimination. The habit of listening is developed through 
the singing of rote songs. Six initial songs, selected from the 
songs already familiar to the class, are provided on phono- 
graph records that illustrate different mediums of musical 
expression new to the class. The children learn to recognize 
the soprano voice with piano accompaniment, the violin with 
the piano, the trumpet with piano, and the tune or melody; 
to name some of the instruments of the orchestra, to recog- 
nize melodic designs and so on. This course appeals as well 
to children who cannot sing. Because of hmited time, music 
appreciation can be taught only every fifth week. All the 
children look forward to the Appreciation period. 

In the high school it is a much more difficult matter to adapt 
a course in music to the requirements of pupils of that age, 
most of whom have had no previous musical training. Until 
classes come in that have had the fundamentals in the grades, 
the most that can be accomplished is to teach songs by rote, 
eradually developing two-part and three-part singing. This 
year some instruction in sight reading has been given. The 
pupils seem enthusiastic and willing to cooperate in over- 
coming these difficulties. A few public appearances of the 
high school chorus have demonstrated what may be accom- 
plished even under these conditions. 

With the codperation of the teachers, an operetta will be 
presented by the Bar Mills School at the close of the school 
year.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL. 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Superintending School 
Committee and Citizens of Buxton: 


I submit my annual report as Principal of your high 
school. | 

School opened on September 9th with forty-nine students 
in attendance, twenty-seven boys and twenty-two girls. Al- 
though registration is not as large as last year’s average, at- 
tendance, has been better for two reasons—fuller codperation 
of parents and less sickness among students. 

Courses are much the same, but we are endeavoring to do 
more and better work. In the majority of classes we are 
ahead of the schedule for last year, due to more regular at- 
tendance and more willingness on part of students to take 
suggestions. | | 

Most of our boys and girls are rather slow in giving class 
explanation and many dislike to do anything along that line; 
moreover, most of them hate to appear in any public way, for 
which I am sorry. It therefore seems to be the duty of the 
teaching force to develop in every way as fast as possible 
clearness of thought and speech in public. Preliminary 
speaking contests have been held in school this winter for all 
students, and March 7th five boys and five girls will take part 
in a. speaking contest at the Buxton Center Church. The 
Senior Class gave a play at Buxton Center, Bar Mills and 
Groveville the closing week of the fall term, and the Juniors 
expect to give a play in May. | 

I trust the citizens of Buxton will be patient with the 
Senior Class if they present a good many calls for money in 
the next few weeks, since they are working very hard to ob- 
tain funds for a well-planned and worth-while trip to Wash- 
ington during the Easter vacation. 

Both boys and girls have played a good number of basket- 
ball games this year, but have not been as successful as last 
year from the standpoint of games won. We should not for- 
get, however, that the ultimate success of any athletic con- 
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test depends not alone on winning victories, but also on the 
sum total of self-control and character developed. 

Students, parents and teachers must not forget as the years 
roll by who gave the Hanson Fund and what it means to our 
school. This year alone the windows have been screened at 
Town Hall in such an excellent manner that glass has not 
once been broken, the stage there much improved, and a tele- 
phone installed in the school building. There is also from 
this year’s Hanson Fund, together with the amounts left over 
from other years, a good beginning for an athletic field. But 
where to secure the field is a problem that baffles those inter- 
ested in providing one for the school. In the first place there 
are few fields near the school that are dry enough, and in 
the second place those suitable are not for sale. We trust, 
however, that something definite may be done this coming 
spring and summer. 

School equipment is excellent at the present time, in fact 
far better than in most small high schools of the state. Our 
library, in particular, is exceedingly valuable and helpful, 
due to a fine choice of reference books by Mr, Jack. 

I want to thank the many who have helped to make the 
present school year a very enjoyable one, also to extend a 
sincere invitation to parents to visit school when they can.
